"Tho epistles of St. r.uil dn not 
follow the gosiiels; the oiii>«sllo Is 
the case," s.ild .Mr. .\nsiis, tho speak- 
er at the first supper meeting ot the 
S.C.A. for this year, which look place 
last night In Strathcona Ilrili. .Mr. 
Angus represents tho ISngllsli move- 
ment lo. the Catmdian, and is already 
well known In JIcGlll circles duo to 
Ills many addresses during tho past 
week. 

, After Iho supper, which was enll- 
vciicil by .xprishtly conversation, thc 
conipany retired to It.s meeting-rooms 
bent upon deeper and more solemn 
thought. Tho subject ot tho address 
wa.M St. Patil. Jlany think that the 
writings of rani have destro.vcd llir 
simplicity ot the tiospcls. This, Idea 
is due, no doubt, to tho fact that his 
works aro somewhat hard to tindcr- 
stand. Mr. Angus dispelled tho com- 
mon Ideii that the epistles followed 
tho Gospel.*?. In the overthrow of 
tho theory, he said that tho parts of 
the church which Paul established 
havo remained, and this, among other 
things, M'ould lead one to believe 
that Nature needs something more 
than tho Gospels. 

Life of Paul 

A sketch ot Paul, as 'we sec him in' 
his writings folowed. lie was born 
In Tai-sis and became .an aristocinl 
and a scholar, livinfr, as ho did, in 
tho third university to.wn in the 
world. He took a great Interest in 
the world around hini, and his most 
prominont characteristic was a pas- 
sion for perfection and righteousness. 

Paul's Bplstlo falls Into two parts: 
Tho first deals with tli© History of 
Reconciliation. The most Imi)ort.anl 
statements In Ihi.s part !irc the fol- 
lowing, "Tlio l.fw of Coil Is impera- 
tive but impossible lo truly and ful- 
ly obey." "Christ loved mo and gave 
himiself for me." The author showed 
a great faith in tho through God, a 
great hope, and strength .md victory,

The Greatest Asset of Liter* 
ature And Arts Is 
Naturalness 



"The purpo.io of literature Is es- 
sentially to exercise one's mind tipon 
niiother," stated flev. F. X. IJryan, 
S.J,, Toronto, Ont,, when ndilroiislng 
tho weekly meeting ot the St. James 
LItorary Society held last night at 
tho lilnglnecring Instittito on Atans- 
fleld Sheet. 

This objective must bo both powr- 
fiil and orderiy. subject to rules and 
regulations. Lllerature, considered 
primarily, is'an action to be e,\ercise(l 
on the mind of nnotlicr in order to 
mako that mind Impre.'sionablo. In- 
formation is the end of "a writer's 
power. Literature should possess 
matter and spirit 'os it deals es- 
sentially with mankind. Humans aro 
possessed ot certnin faculties stated 
tlio speaker, which were, as tar as 
lltoraturo was concerned, compcsed 
ot (1) a soul, (2) the physical senses 
and (3) a combination of both' the 
above, ;is Imagination and emotion. 
To be effe ctive, JH^teratu ro should ad- 
dress I tsë!nôrMdërB"oi'î tho basis 
ot tho above faculties. 

Basis Of Knowledge ' 

Knowledge M-as slated as being 
acquired intrinsically as ideas come 
through tho senses. Man's Intellect Is 
of such a nature that recourse must 
bo had to the sen.ses nnd, therefore, 
tho llterateur must bo cqulppeil with 
a lovely, imagination. However, the 
human will must be subordinate to 
tho divine will, otherwise %y© may 
deviate from the path of reclltudo 
which would bn -.i violation of a 
canon of literature. AVIiilo emotion 
Is much to tho foreground these 
days wo should remember that emo- 
tion Is largely passive. Tho real

I'^lrst Aid will be given to i .ider- 
grailuatc students In Engineering nnd 
Architecture ami tp students In tho 
Graduaio School In these departments. 
This courr.e will begin on November 
tho nth and will bo completed. If pos- 
sible, so that as many students as are 
alil'- to do so may take their tes'.s for 
the diploma during tho Chrlstman 
vacations. 

The courso Is given under tho aus- 
pice- of tho St. John Ambulance Asso- 
ciation. Professor 'W. G, Mcfirlile, 
Chairman of tho Committee on First 
Aid Traininir, when interviewed by a 
"n.'iily" reporter yesterday afternoon 
about the proposed course commented 
on It' as follows: 

Knowledg'e of First Aid Useful 

"In this' mechanical age a knowlcdue 
of first aid to the injured is it great 
iniportaiiop, especially to the njiglncer 
wlioso .ictlvilics are In the fields ot 
industry whcfo tho har.ardu aro na- 
turally great. The loss of life and 
limb from accidents is nppaliing nnd 
the onglneor must do his part to cor 
rcct this deplorable situation." 
Prompt Treatment Necessary 

"Accidcntr are in some cases un 
avoidable; but in many cases the 
seriousness of the injury is due to 
tho lack oft prompt and skilled treat 
me-' of the injured. Infections, com 
pouding oC fractures, piercing ot ar 
teries and other serious complications 
frequently causu terrific suffering and 
even of Ufo from an injury which In 
itself was comparatively trivial. 
Prompt and Rkilfill- trenlntcnt ollniin 
iitcs tills tremendously Important, but 
necessary, hazard, prevents much 
needless "fforlng, .-nul .x.tvcs many 
lives. In certain types ot injuries 
such as ^-iL-rial blecdln.i;, electrocu- 
tion and drgwning, prompt application 
ot reniodial measures are necessary to 
.Have tho patient's life; an arterial 
haemorrhage which is not controlled

^^^^^ speak by imitating the sounds 
^e'lieaff utlered, which afterwards we learn 
to style as words. Until the school age we 
are gi-eally influenced only by our immedi- 
ate family. Then comes the valuable period 
t>f schooling through which wc acquire a 
tertain amount of knowledge by imitating 
bur 1 cacher? and fellow-pupils. 

It is daring our four years of high 
bchool that wc begin to realize we are in- 
dividuals livinp not only for our.selves but 
also for other human beings. Still we imi- 
tate, we are hero-worshippers, striving to 
be exact i-eplicas of our own little built-up 
gods. 

High sthool is over, and many of us 
are ready to enter university. ^Ve arrive, 
exalted' at the thought of coming in con- 
tact with some of our much admired stars. 
'Again wc are under the sway of many in- 
fluence? which are apt to warp our ideas 
and acts. 

Wc get caught in the tide of continual 
motion whch swells around us, only to find 
that wc are little bits of humanity floating 
on the -surface. For we imitate what is con- 
sidered the correct thing. We are afraid to 
Heave the well-beaten path. The fear of 
•what classmates will say too often turns 
potential individuals into carbon-copy 
types. Students dress alike, use the same 
(expressions in speech and think mostly the 
same thoughts, because they are afraid of 
being "different". It has been said that 
fear is the deadliest foe of knowledge. The 
,term could be more inclusive. It is the 
(deadliest foe of life, for fear of the conse- 
iquences fosters imitation of the things 
which wc believe to be sure and safe. We 
are afraid to strike out foi- ourselves. 

Succes.sful men, whether they be writ- 
ers, painters, engineers, politicians, have 
scores of imitators. These imitators .stand 
exactly the same chance of following in the 
footsteps of successful men as a dog has of 
following into the air tiie butterfly he has 
chased off a flower petal. 

Sooner or later we discover that we 
will stand or fall by our own ability and in- 
dustry. It may be well enough to emulate 
the induHti-y of a geiiiu.-.. That does not do 
any hai-m,— it may be helpful,— but real 
succes.s will only be achieved by our own 
industry and application. 

The slang phrases "Be Yourself" may 
be taken a.s good advice. Vi'(' may not be 
great persons by being ourselves, but at 
least we will be happier and saner than we 
should if we kept on trying to imitate 
somebody else no matter how great they 
may be. 

As John Carlyle has said, being pro.s- 
perouR and famous probably is pleasant, 
but it cannot be attained by behaving like 
the prosperous and the famous. In.side their 
brains is .something that cannot be seen, 
or even gues.sed, and consetiuently it is not 
to be imitated.

Even though the non-scholar is per 
haps not mystified about the training that 
his university fellow beings devote their 
lives to; yet he often goes far astray in 
his conception" of this learning. He might 
possibly be able to talk with a university 
professor on prohibition, birth control or 
the divorce question, because the news- 
papers and magazines are for ever moraliz 
ing about them or reporting them. Yet. he 
doesn't realize that his outlook is very apt 
to be fettered and that the chief advantage 
of being a scholar is that one can study 
these affairs from every angle, in every 
place and with every reference at hand 
from the pages of history and philosophy. 

At the present time, most of the larger 
colleges and universities on this continent 
ai*e endeavoring to educate the masses at 
every opportunity. Extension courses and 
series of lectures are being givçn on his- 
tory, languages, literature and the many 
popular sciences. These coiîVses are intend- 
ed primarily for the people outside the uni 
vcrsity and cannot be praised too much for 
the wonderful work they are doing. 

McGill, a leader in adult education.Jias 
been giving Lyceum lectures and extension 
courses for a number of years now, under 
the direction of the Department of Extra- 
mural Relations. The object of these 
courses is, to bring the community and the 
university into closer touch with one an 
other, and to achieve this end it functions 
largely outside the university walls. The 
value of research in all subjects is now 
generally recognized, and the universities 
efforts in opening the portals of learning 
to the laboring classes deserves the highest 
regard and clearly demonstrates that Mc- 
Gill has the welfare of the community at 
heart. It is to be hoped that the university 
will see fit to increase its efforts along 
these lines and thus, do its bit towards 
educating the masses, outside.

(Contlucd From I'ago One) 
r.oth Dickons and Chesterton make 
Largo use of this inothoil to overcome 
the prejudices of their ojiponenls and 
til prtsent their own opinions to the 
world in an acecptnblo way. 
Chesterton! Ute Of Humour 
Clio.'-ierlon uses humour tii under- 
mine the theories of the .\nlliro- 
pologiss. lie dr.aws utn* attention to 
the fact that all tho beautiful pic- 
tures dr.awn of prc-hlsloric man arc 
simply the conjectures 'of fej-lllo Ini- 
.•iglMnibiii built around a scanty col- 
lection of odd bones found m the 
earth somewhere and iiresiimed to he 
Ihc bones of men. AVth these yc.anty 
facts then, do modern "scientists" 
build up a comiiletc man, and n,t- 
tribute all sorts of i-haracterlstios of 
the niiiul to this creatine of their 
imagliiiUlon This, says Chesterton, 
they do in the same manner as 
".scientists of the future will do, on 
finding on the wall ot what is now 
a stalactyte cave visited by the 
I ublic, whereon a lovc-lom youth 
has carved his own initials inter- 
twined with those of his lady-frien.;. 
these two letters and from these they 
will conjecture all sorts ot absurb 
loa ntimcrous to mention. 

Common Characteristic 
Both Dickons and Chcs-terton have 
one strong mutual characteristic 
namely that of making the common- 
place things of life take on a very 
fascinating and novel aspect. Both 
possessed the power of making us 
see mai-velous realities in the every 
day things and scenes around u.«. 

By calling a signal-box an Instru 
incnt by which wc are given tho 
power of flashing on and off red and 
green lights, thereby enabling us to 
b« the means of taking carç of tho 
lives of hundreds If mot thousand? 
of people, 

■He pilitures the pillar-box tis 
thing which, when once it has re- 
eeiv<>d your letter through Its col 
blaek mouth, is almost a symbol ol 
jifi-vocability. It holds your ieltev 
which has passed beyond your power 
to recover or to influence it. 

He considers and writes of man as 
an extremely marvelous thing, and 
ran see almost everywhere In a light 
which \m; readily understand it put 
before us, but which we have not 
got the ability to formulate for our- 
selves. 

Dickenc like Chesterton, does not 
have 10 co abroad to find wonderful 
and strange cli-iracters; he ^ finds 
them In the streets ot J.>ondon. 
, Dislike Snobbery 
G. JÇ. has an Intense dislike for any 
kind of intellectual snob, as well us 
looking very unfavorably at all sorts 
ot cults and types of spiritualists 

He like Dickens, Is out to . defend 
the "average man. He sees In the 
House, a world to the peopI«j who 
Inhabit It. '"Ail jnen," he says, "arc 
c'lually ildii;ulous; all men u<4Ually 
sublime.. Bidlculous tu their wives 
sublime in death," Birth, ho con- 
siders Is the greatest of all ad- 
ventures because one cannot choose 
one's parents and one has to take » 
chance on whatevei- one gets in tho 
way of family. 

Chesterton and Dickeii.s were both 
\cry democratic in spirit, and al- 
though -they did not by any moans 
defend the system of cither ISnglish 
or American government, yet they 
displayed this .spirit in the way in 
which they identified the people 
with themselves. 

Dickens, even nioro no than 
Clicstcrton, by the way In which he 
has chosen those characters which 
ho himself loathed and detested as 
specimens of the most undesirable 
t y lies, .ind pictured Hiem in his 
Muvels in such a way that his rcad- 
t i-R must feel the same way towards, 
them,, did a groo.l deal for practical; 
far moi-o ao indeed than such great 
serli>ua thinkers a« Curlylo or Husk- 
in. 

Both these men, fJiekens ninl Q. 
K., should be famous if only for Ibo 
reason lhat I hey a.rc loyal to the 
flag of lite, and conduct warfare on 
all those, of whom there are so many 
at present who go about seeking to 
destroy nil faith or belief In life. For 
ilie ;-liiipio reason thiut life la a gre.Tt 
thing, chehlcrton believes that rc- 
presslun of It Is Intolérable.

To 
say that wc aro accustomed to It is 
foolish, for wc should never accustom 
ourselves to evil. A Vote of 'the 
meeting was then taken, and the 
members declared thcmselycs In fa. 
vour of tho negative, 

Dcvilopment of French Language 
.lules Masse, the principal speaker 
then addressed the meeting in French 
which showed that tho society which 
he represented was rightly named, 
His languace was always pure and 
beautiful, and at times ho became 
almost lyric. He complimented the de- 
baters on their fine command of tho 
French language, and stressed the 
point that every Canadian ."îliould 
speak the two Inngnagcs, it only for 
his own benefit. Ho traced tho de- 
velopment Of tho French language, 
explaining how there were two main 
dialeets, the I^anguo d'cell and the 
langue d'oe, and how eventually one 
dlal»ct rose a.hove all otlicrs .ind he- 
name the, Fr«neh language, after .ad- 
ditions rom the Latin, In thn four- 
teenth centui-y the French langii.igc 
was grcaty admired, even In Eng- 
land. 

Tho French language will open the 
way to a fuller appreciation of art 
and beauty. I"rom the logical pol;it 
of view also, It Is useful, for to speak 
is lo think, and when ne speak two 
languages, we sen things from two 
differenti points of view. It Is also 
an advantage when travelling, for 
with ISngllsh and French we will lie 
understood almost anywhere. And 
finally. It opens the doors to another 
literature— wo learn Ihelr maxims 
and hon-mots. The inenjbcrB of ihe 
Cercle Français, by learning this 
language are helping the "bonne en- 
tente." 

PurpOM of Cercla 

The Cercle Français will meet once 
every fortnight this year and will 
hold short specelica and debates. The 
oiijcet is to enable McClill students to 
get practice in the use ot the Freiioh 
language and it Is felt that everyone 
should be able to spare one evening 
every second week for this Important 
liurpo.se. Duo to the magnificent en- 
tertainment provided by the Cercle 
lost year, and the fact that no ex- 
ti-avognnco wais spared, especially to 
innkc the joint meeting a success, the 
funds are s;omowliat low at present, 
In fact only cLybtyflvo cents is left 
.Members are therefore roquested to 
turn In one dollar to (ho treasurer at 
their earliest convenience — or Incon- 
venience If they oonslder It so. but to 
pay up immediately, at any rate.

Hiniinn Bciugu And Birds 
Are Colorfully DcpiGlcd 

riiii.'ic who have nut alicaily seen 
tho exhibit of Fcallior rictures now 
on view at tho Bedimlh Library, 
should do HO nt their 'curliest op- 
ptu'tunlty,- as they will finil It ot 
groat Interest. 'I'he staircase ffieliiK 
tho cnlranco lobby will lead you l!i 
tlio K.vhihitlon tiallery- 'I'ho exlilbll 
conslsls ot 150 pluturcM •which com- 
po.scd .a book mudo In IGIS hyiploii- 
Islo Miniiggiu, gtmloncr lo the Cioy- 
crnor ot Mlltm. Ot Its' HUbseijuent 
blstbry wc know nothing; however, 
tills book was purchased In London 
by Iho MrOIll Universily Library In 
1023. Although for tho purpo.su of 
exhibiting, tho pages of th'u book 
have been taken out nnd framed, thn 
en tiro book' Is In (he possession ut 
Ihc Rcdpnth . LIhi'ary including thn 
original bindiijg nnd tho onrloiis 
litlc-pngc. 

Great Hklll. and boundless patience 
were employed In the makjiig of 
those pictucrs. Individual fciitherK 
were pasted together and mounted 
nil llie li.ises of a folio voliinic. Tli<; 
feathers were eluisen for their culour, 
size, and niarkltig and the wholo ef- 
fect is one ot a carefully-done palnl- 
iiig. Of the intt plulurcs, 11',! arc 
birds. These probably contain Ihc 
i;Idest • bird-sklna In existence, nnd 
liicludo tho actual beaks find i.-liiws 
of Ihe :iiilmals. .Ss this colleclion also 
raises the (lucsthuis nt bird dlslri- 
btillon, coloration, and variation. It 
is an urnlthologlcal dociinient of Ihc 
greailest Importance, Tho picture of 
tlie Bodo Is an Important exhibit. 

The other forty-four pleturo.i re- 
present huniers, fisiiermcn, iiiusic- 
liins, and ihc familiar chnrncters In 
the ■ Itnllnii ^ Brama c'onlcinporiiry 
with Shakespeare. Thc 'moro humble 
occupations ot life arc alsbVdçpictcd, 
wc sec, fuh Instance, an , Interesting 
Iilctiiro showing llie well-known 
knife-grinder of oilier days. These 
piotiires are of iiilurest as they give 
us definite information rpgariling 
contemporary costume and musical 
Instruments. 
Although pictures made of fciitliers 
I are sold to tourists today in some 
countries, they posi.css little merit 
beyond their Interest - as curios and 
souvetilrs. None of these pictures 
can compare with tho Feather Book. 
At the time of its inirehase. It was 
believed, that no other volume like 
1: was to bo found in the British 
.Museum or South Kensingilon, or in 
any other library kiiown to Bnglish 
expenls. 



Meat Expert Shows Beef 
Cuts in Student Lecture 



(By Kxcliaiigo Service) 
With such succinct terms as 
"standing rlli", "stiorl steak pally" 
and "city chicken", punctuated by 
neat flips ot tho kiilfo, W, D, llnrl- 
zell, iiieiiiber of the NiiUonal Live 
Stuck iMcal board liilUiited students 
of liunic ccuiiumlcs. Into tho mysteries 
of beef. In a leulurcH and dcmonslatlon 
at Oglohy hall, Wednesday afTcrnoon. 

.Starting, with the nuurter of a cow, 
Mr. Harlxell ((utckly reduced It to Its 
vnrlon.'i luts. .\t tli" .>j;ii)ic time he 
named Iho cuts, e.xpl.-iliiing methods of 
oiilting nnd suggested ways In whicli 
to prepare cticli section. The main 
theme of tho demonslratloii, was fh,at 
llio euttliiK of licef lias illrect relation 
to Its îittracllveneHS and hence, to Its 
market value, 

"Any ctit ot meat that is properly 
prepared by the reloiler Is attractive, 
and wc have found that the lunise- 
wito, oilier things being equal, will 
buy the meat Ëtils , which are put up In 
the most attractive liinnner, "was the 
statement in the Importance of ciit- 
Ung. 

By such means as removing tin- 
wlcld bones grom certain portions of 
tlio beef, Inlrodiicing lard In lo parls 
which arc too lean nnd utill/.ing small 
pieces In such dishes as "clfy ehleken" 
and "patties" .Mr. Ilail/.oll went on 
to show liow the retailers of meals 
can sell the less iiopular sections of 
beef. 

Styles In Meat 

''There arc styles even In meal 
dishes," explained Jfr, llarlzcll, "The 
public Ik always demanding some- 
thing new. There Is no reason why 
dealers should be forced lo waste 
many parts of their lieef. simply bo- 
cause there Is no call for those par- 
ticular cuts." 

Mi-. Hartitcll next made a brief ex- 
filanalion of the muscles O't ilin tow. 
explaining why parts ot the beef are 
tender and parts tough, Itc also dis- 
cussed the two ways of roasting beef 
by moist and dry heat and told which 
sections of beef were l)cst suited to 
each. 

In conclusion, Mr, Hartzell said. 



"Ucet Is a very delectable ,anil pleas- 
ing meat. Wo believe Hint It Is going 
lo find favor with the public as its 
pleasing qii.alltles become more gen- 
erally known,"

These lectures were made possildc 
by the cooperation of tho department 
of nnlm'nt husbandry and tho National 
Live Stock Meat board, according to 
.1. ir. I.(irr.,-\vel|, ;igrlcuUure. I'rofe.'<sor 
LfiiiKwell lulded that Mr. Ilnrt/.ell has 
been malilng- a totlr of West Virginia 
and that .Morgantown is the last city 
ot tho stale In which he will lecture 

Tho purpose of tho lectures Is two- 
fold, as Professor Longwcll explained: 
to acqtialn't people in general with tbe 
properties ot beef and to show the re- 
tailer methods ot cutting by whinh 
bo win be enabled to sell the less pop- 
ular parts of beef, ns well an those 
portions which ore greatly in dem.Tiid.

(Conliued From Pago One.i 
within ten minutes is almost ahvay."< 
fatal. In the case uf suoh Injuries a 
doctor can seldom he secured in time 
lo save life, tho effort ot the un- 
trained b,vslnnder is inetfecllve and 
quite often, docs more harm '.1ian 
good, but, anyone present who has 
bad first aid training can easily give 
the assistance that Is necessary to 
save life until ,a doctor can he so- 
cured." 

Pirat Aid Saves Livea 

"In jny own experience,' I hç-vo per- 
sonally known of many cases where 
prompt first nlil umloiibtedly saved 
the lives of the Injured, while In other 
cases lifo was lost for lack nf priinipl 
first aid trcalniunl. The cases wlicro 
Infections, compounding of fractures 
and oilier serious complications liavo 
been prevented by the application ot 
.skilful first aid arc not so easily re 
cognized; but In our mines wo linvo 
found that training of tho men In 
first aid has greatly reduced the 
.severity ot Injuries nnd the number of 
inteulions. 

The engineer may bo calli ' mion 
to go into romoto jilnces ulicro it Is 
difficult to secure coniiictciit, and 
|isunlly impossible to seciiru prompt, 
medical aid; In other cases his wmii 
Is In the crowded sections ot largo 
cities wliera street accidents, lis well 
as Indtislrlnl accidents, are all ttin 
cumniun. .This makes u knowledge of 
fliat aid ot par iiiuuiit importance lo 
hlni. The salisfiii iloii he will obtain 
In relieving BUf.'jrIiig or saving lifu is 
ample reward for the comparatively 
Hinull effort necessary lo scuuro ti'o 
training, hut lie will also find that 11 
gives hlin a inarkcd advantngo In h|s 
professional career. T would earnestly 
urge U|K)n all lliitiinecilng sluilents 
llio iiiivisiiljillly 111' tiiliint; tills r.duisc."
